SAN .FRANCISCO, March 19.—(Special 
Dispatch.) Driven by high wind, fire this 
morning caused a serious loss in the south 
part of the city.

SACRAMENTO, March 19. — While

An Affidavit by the Steamer’s Officers 
that She Blew the Stars and 


Stripes—Spain Overhaul- 
ing Old Scores.

HAVANA, March 19.—The name of the 
Spanish warship that fired on the Ameri- 
can steamer Allianca is now known. It 


This fact became public when the captain 
‘of the cruiser reported that he had tried 
to stop a strange steamer, and had opened 
fire om her when she persisted in proceed- 
ing on her course. 

According to the story of the Conde’ de 
Venadito’s commander, while cruising off 
the Eastern Coast of Cuba on March 8 
he sighted a steAmer heading for Maysi 
Point and shaping her course to the north- 
east. The cruiser hoisted a flag and the 
steamer replied by raising the English 
flag. The cruiser again signalled the 
steamer to stop, but without effect. As 
the steamer proceeded at full speed the 
cruiser fired two blank shots and then 
two solid shots. The commander claims 
that he did not desire to hit the steamer, 
but that he fired the shot merely to cause 
ber to heave to. He asserts that the 
steamer was one and one-half miles off the 
coast when the firing occurred. The au-

Allianea. The Venadito is an iron, bark- 
rigged gunboat of camparatively modern 
design, having been launched in 1888. 
She is one of six laid down on 
the same plan at the same time. 
Her length is 210 feet; beam, 32 
test; draft, 12.5 feet; displacement, 1130 
tons; speed, 14 knots. Her battery con- 
rsists of four 4.72 inch breech-loading 
‘Tifles, two three-pounder and seven ma- 
' chine guns. She has two torpedo tubes. 
The gun with which the Conde de Vena- 
dito fired at the Allianca was the for- 
ward one of the 4.72-inch guns, on the port 
side. Not having an absolutely straight 
head fire, the Spanish cruiser was obliged 
to “yaw” out of her course in order to 
bring a gun to bear. The gun is 14% 
feet long. It throws an armor-piercing 
projectile weighing 53.1 pounds, but in 
firing at the Allianca she undoubtedly used 
the common cast-iron shell, weighing. 47.2 
pounds. The charge of powder is 2.72 
pounds and the velocity given is 1998 feet 
a second as the shell leaves the muzzle. 
The velocity would, of course, diminish 
with the projectile’s flight, but if it had 
hit the Allianca it would have gone into 
her and exploded, the bursting charge of 
the common shell being 2% pounds of 
powder, which would have wrecked a good 
deal of material. 

IT WAS THE STARS AND STRIPES. 

NEW YORK, March 19.—Capt. Cross- 

man's affidavit is as follows: 
Capt. James A. Crossman being duly 
sworn, deposes and says that he has read 
in the morning papers of this date, Tues- 
day, March 19, that the cor nder of 
the Spanish gunboat Conde de Venadito 
has made the statement that the steamship 
that was off the Cape Maysi, Cuba, on the 
8th day of March, 1895, which was fired 
on by his gunboat, hoisted the British 
ensign in saluting him. In view of this 
statement he does solemnly swear that the 
flag hoisted on the vessel Allianca in sa- 
lute to the Spanish gunboat off Cape 
Maysi, Cuba, on the eighth day of March, 
1895, by his order and in his presence, 
was the American ensign. This is the 
only flag used for such purposes, the 
national flag of America.” 

The others who signed a similar af- 
fidavit were Benjamin Corning, first 
officer; F. W. Russell, second officer; W. 
H. Churchill, purser; A. S. Jussen, freight 
clerk; E. T. Kingman, surgeon. These 
affidavits will be forwarded at once to 
Washington by the company. 

SPAIN HAS A GRIEVANCE. 
WASHINGTON. March 19.—Nothing is 
known here of the reported action of the 
Spanish warship Infanta Isabella or the 
Arcedo in firing on American vessels. There 
is good ground, however, for believing that 
the ship sailing from Savannah with Cuban 
arms aboard will furnish an actual case 
of detention if she is overhauled. Careful 
investigation is procesding as to the cargo 
shipped by the Allianca at Colon, allega- 
tions that arms were taken aboard under 
cover of darkness having been made. 

Communications have been received in 
Washington from Cuba that the Conde de 
Venadito was the Spanish warship firing 
on the Allianca. These advices said that 


the latter ship was flying a British flag. 


There is no further doubt as to the re- 
ceipt by Secretary Gresham of a reply from 
Spain to his demand, but there is reason 
to believe that the published reports have 
failed to state some important reservations 
by Spain. One part of Spain's answer may 
consist in calling attention to a charge 
that jn November last a number of Spanish 
Cubans were fishing in the Gulf of Mexico 
when they were fired upon by a United 
States revenue cutter, first with a canpon 


and later with small arms. The firing is

NOT UNDULY EXACTING. 

WASHINGTON, March 19.—As far as 
learned the State Department has not 
yet heard from United States Minister 
Taylor or from Consul-General Williams 
at Havana upon the question of the iden- 
tity of the Spanish cruiser which fired 
upon the Allianca. As the commander of the 

Conde de Venadito reported that the 
steamer upon which he fired was flying the 
British flag, there is a possibility that his 
story refers to another incident, which 
may result in bringing Great Britain to 
the defense of its ensign, for the Spanish 
cruiser, according to the position taken 
by Secretary Gresham, was bound to ac- 
cept the colors displayed in answer to 
the signal as establishing the nationality 
of the vessel. 

It begins to appear that this govern- 
ment is not disposed to be unduly exact- 
ing in the matter of a speedy response 
from the Spanish government inasmuch 
as the entire Spanish cabinet had re- 
signed. 

A CONCEALED CARGO. 

WASHINGTON, March 19.—Informa- 
tion is said to be at hand that the schooner 
which recently sailed from Savannah, Ga., 
after having been watched by custom offic- 
ers had on board arms and ammunition con- 
cealed under a deck-load of lumber. Her 

destination is supposed to have been 
Cuba. Spanish gunboats are on the watch 
for her. 
THE EXCITEMENT ABATING. 

MADRID, March 19.—The Ppoca an- 
nounces that the Spanish Minister to the 
United States, Senor Muruagua, has cabled 
to Senor. Groisard, Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, that the excitement in the American 
press owing to the firing upon the steamer 
Alilanca is abating. Senor Muruagua, ac- 
cording to the Epoca, added that the re- 
gentment shown by the American news- 
papers was never shared by. President 
Cleveland. 
| AFFIDAVITS OF DENIAL. 

NEW YORK, March 19.—A cable dis- 
patch from Havana is to the effect that the 
commander of the Spanish cruiser Conde de 
Venadito had reported that he fired on a 
steamer on March 8, off Cape May, after 
signalling her, and was replied to by the 
hoisting of the British flag, has brought 
forth affidavits from Capt. Crossman of 
the Allianca and his officers that the Amer- 
ican and not the British ensign was flying 
from the staff of the vessel. The report 
that the Allianca carried rifles on the 
south-bound trip was also emphatically de- 
nied by the representatives of the Panama 
Railroad Company. 

THE SINKING OF THE IRENE. 

TAMF'A (Fla.,) March 19.—Rumors re-

to Mgr. Satolli are that two of the mem- 
bers of the Fall River lodge are about to 
die. If they leave that lodge they forfeit 
their insurance money and if they stay 
in it they cannot receive the sacraments. 
Mgr. Satolli suggested that it would be 
proper to modify the rule so as to permit 
these two members to have their in- 
surance without being denied the sacra- 
ment. It also appears that the two Fail 
River lodges were exceptional in being 
made up entirely of Catholics, and for 
this reason Mgr. Satolli suggested that 
it might be desirable to suspend the rule 
in order that members might have: the 
benefit of the sacraments. 
The suspension is not of a general char- 
acter and is due entirely to the special 
circumstances at Fall River. Mgr. Sa- 
tolli also wishes it understood that he 
merely advised Bishop Harkins that the 
facts warranted temporary suspension. 


A REORGANIZATION SCHEME. 


The Long Island Traction Company 
in a Receiver’s Hands. 

Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

NEW YORK, March 19.—Horace J. 
- Myers of the firm of A. M. Kidder & Co. 
has been appointed by the United States 
Circuit of West Virginia as receiver of 
the Long Island Traction Company. The 
appointment is in the nature of a friendly 
proceeding. In a circular to the directors 
it is asserted a large majority of holders 
of the collateral trust notes have agreed 
to co-operate in the plan of reorganiza- 
„ tlon, the condition being that $500,000 be 
raised before March 28. It is the intention 
to pay the obligations to the receiver in- 
stead of the company. 

The Traction Company was incorpora 
in 1893 under the laws of West Virginia 
and capitalized at $30,000,000. The Long 
Island Traction Company was organized 
later in West Virginia for the alleged pur- 
pose of evading the paying of the in- 
corporating tax in this State on the $30,- 
000,000 capital, which was mainly on paper. 
The plan of reorganization was precipi- 
tated by two suits brought by P. H. Flynn, 
a heavy stockholder in the Brooklyn City 
Railroad, which is leased by the Long 
Island Traction Company.

Wardman Edward Glennon (dismissed ;) 
Wardman Edward S. Hill, formerly under 
Capt. Price, and Wardman Burns, who 
jumped his bail. Superintendent Byrnes 
said that there was a warrant for still an- 
other man formerly connected with the 
police force. The prisoners were conducted 
to the District Attorney’s office by Inspect- 
ors Williams and McAvoy. Byrnes said 
, the indictments handed him were all that 
had been found. 

Capt. John W. Stevenson was also ar- 
rested. The board of police suspended all 
officials in the department indicted by the 
grand jury. In the corridor the captains 
talked excitedly with their chiefs, but all 
professed ignorance as to what evidence 
they could have been indicted upon. When 
it was announced that all the prisoners 
were wanted in the Court of Oyer and Ter- 
miner, where District Attorney Fellows 
was waiting to fix the amount of bail, 
the men filed into line and, headed by In- 
spector Williams, entered the courtroom.

Capt. Jacob Seibert was held in $10,000 
and Capt. J. R. Price in $2500 for extor- 
tion. Edward Glennon, who is under in- 
idctment and out on $5000 bail, had $5000 
added. James Burns is under indictment 
and Dist.-Atty. Fellows said he had good 
reason to believe that he would appear to 
give bail. The amount was not fixed. 
Carpenter is not on the force now and 
lives in New York. As soon as the for- 
mality of fixing bail was over they were 
taken back to the District Attorney’s 
office where their bondsmen were ex- 
amined. The indictments against Inspec- 
tor McLaughlin allege that the offenses 
were all committed while he was in com- 
mand of the Old Slip station, the First 
Precinct. 

Each indictment contains five counts, 
four for bribery, one for extortion. The 
first four counts alleged that certain sums 
were paid to McLaughlin and received by 
him as a bribe upon the understanding 
that he was to protect the giver from po- 
lice interference.

Donohue and Price charge them 
with attempted extortion in that they en- 
deavored to obtain money from Jared 
Flagg, Jr., by threatening to prosecute 
him for renting flats for immoral pur- 
poses.

A Wordy War Growing Out of the 
Simultaneous Appearance of the 
Two Men in Seattle, 
Washington. 


SEATTLE (Wash.,) March 19.—The sim- 
ultaneous appearance in this city of E. V. 
Debs, president of the A.R.U., and John 
M. Egan, president of the General Man- 
agers’ Association, which conducted the 
great railroad strike, has resulted in their 
becoming involved in a wordy war. While 
Debs spoke quite kindly of Egan in an 
interview on Monday, Egan said of Debs: 

“It is unnecessary for me to discuss Mr. 
Debs in the newspapers. He has already 
been discussed and the people know him 
pretty well. I pity the poor devils who 
go and spend 50 cents to hear him. The 
only advice they will get is to organize 
and strike again, and the last great tie-up 
for which Debs vas responsible 
plainly shows what a success he made 
of it. The American Railway Union. will 
never flourish again, and the only men 
who nowadays talk of having another 
strike are those who figured in the last 
one, -lost their sitions and are now 
anxious that another shall occur in order 
that they will be able to secure the posi- 
tions of those who would be foolish enough 
to So out.“ 

“There are hundreds of such men in the 
country today; men, e ot whom have 
been in the railroad business for from ten 
to twenty years and who were competent 
in every way. They had worked along 
and received very good wages until Mr. 
Debs organized his union, told them that 
they were slaves, and that if they would 


pelled to raise wages. They took his ad- 
vice and the result they well know. They 
will never be able to get back their old 
positions, and they must suffer. Many of 
them will go hungry, but not so Mr. Debs. 
I think if you make a little inquiry you 
will find that Mr. Debs never went to bed 
hungry. He has drawn a nice big salary 
and is now traveling about the country at 
the expense of the workingmen. The A. R. U. 
may get up a good membership once again, 
but you will find that many of the new 
members were those who figured in the last 
strike, and who now want to encourage 
others to go out in order to make some 
new berths in which they may hope to 


“Mr. Debs, I suppose, appeared on the 
platform tonight dressed as well and prob- 
ably a great deal better than many of the 
members of the General Manager's Associa- 
tion, and he lives just as well as anz of 
them. I don’t care to discuss the matter 
except to say that Mr. Debs never won a 
3 and I don’t believe that he ever 
w * 

After reading this interview Debs ad- 
dressed a mass-meeting this morning, at 
which he said: 

“Mr. Egan is a dishonest man and a ruf- 
fian; he is a thief and he knows that he 
is, and he knows that I know that he is. 
He could not hold a position as flagman on 
any road running out of Chicago; and he 
knows that I know why. Hé has been 
connected with many railroads, and he has 
robbed every road and every corporation 
that he has ever had anything to do with. 
He is a corrupt, low, dishonest man and 
*annot conceive of any man having suf- 
ficient manhood to push aside bribes and 
remain true to his convictions. He does 
not like me because he could not corrupt 
me. and he has no use for any man he can- 
not corrupt. I could have been in financial 
clover today if I had cared to a 
traitor to the intersts of the laboring men 
and the American Railway Union: I could 
have had a life pass over all the railroads 
in this country. 

“I have sufficient manhood to say what I 
think of a man to his face, and that is 
more than Mr. Eagan can say. He would 
not tell me to my face what he had to say 
in that interview which was published in 
the paper this morning. He will never 
meet me in private or in ic and dis- 
cuss who are the conspirators, for he 
knows who they are amd what would be the 
result. That man is a coward, and I only 
wish I was where I could teln him so, and 
I venture to say he would not attempt to 
deny it.

Henry Lyson Must Hang for Killing

A GREAT FIRE AT PORT SPAIN, 
TRINIDAD. 


Nearly Five Million Dollars“ Worth 
of Property Destroyed—Gallant 
Work of the American 
Bluejackets.

NEW YORK, March 19.—Details ‘ave 
been received here of a disastrous fire at 
Port of Spain, Trinided. About 3 p.m. on 
March 4 the fire started in ohe of the 
stores in the business part of the city. Be- 
fore the fire department could reach the 
scene the fire had epréad to every house 
in the block. There was a strong south- 
east wind blowing and it looked as if the 
whole town in the direction of the wind 
was to go. Among the buildings threat- 
enéd were the clubhouse, the icehouse and 
the bank. The cnew of H. M. S. Buzzard 
landed at 4:30 p.m. and gave valuable as- 
sietamce in blowing up houses in the path 
of the fire to prevent its spreading. The 
fire was seen by Admiral Meade on board 
the flagship New York to be a dangerous 
cone. He at once. sent his aide ashore to 
ask the government if he might send as- 
sistance. If it had not been an English 
town assistance would hate been sent 
without first asking. ; 
The offer being accepted, 325 men from 
the equadron were seat ashore at 6 p.m. 
The fire had spread and covered thres 


blocks one way and two blocks the other. 


seemed to be mo way to check it. 
The hose supply ashore was next to use- 
less. ‘The bluejatkets pitched in in true 
American style to fight the fire, while 
some were under arms and stood about 
to keep the crowds in check. The regular 
firemen ashore were worse than useless 
and the American bluejackets in scme in- 
stances put them outside the lines. The 
tars fought bravely. They could be eeen 
on burning houses with hose-buckets, and 
the officers led their men into the burn- 
ing buildings. 

By 10 o’clock the fire was well under 
control amd at 11:30 o’clock the - sailors 
withdrew, leaving the smoking ruins in 
charge of the firemen and police. The 
fire destroyed the best business section of 
the city. The loss is estimated at $4,870,- 
000. Sir F. Napier Broome, K. C. B., the 
Governor of Trinidad, sent Rear-Admiral 
Meade a moet cordial letter, thanking him 
for the service that had been rendered, 
assuring him that he should report it to 
the British government, stating that the 
people of Port of Spain would never forget 
what the American Sailors had done for 
them, and asking that his personal thanks 
be given to every man in the force landed. 


A CAPSULE TRUST. 


An Important Decision Affecting a 
Michigan Enterprise. 

DETROIT,: March 19.—Judge Severns in 
the United States District Court today ren- 
dered an important decision bearing upon 
the Sherman anti-trust law. About a year 
ago the Morse, Warren, Michigan and Na- 
tional Capsule companies entered into an 
agreement to pool interests and carry on 
the business of manufacturing gelatine 
shells for capsules as ome institution un- 


der the Style of the United States Capsule 


Company. The Morse Company balked and 
filed a bill to perpetually ‘vestraim the 
United States company from doing busi- 
ness on the ground that it was an enter- 
prise to put up prices and bar competitors 
out of business. The defense was that the 
now ny was not formed to raise 
prices, but to lessen the cost of production, 
stop ruinous competition and yield a bet- 
ter product. 

Judge Severns takes the position that 
the trust was formed in violation of the 
laws of Michigan as well as the act of 
Congress. It became so apparent,“ said 
Judge Severn, in conuection with his opin- 
ion, that the combination was intolerable 
under the Michigan law chat it was not 
necessary tha't the acts of Congress which 
bear upon the same question should be re- 
viewed.” The case will doubtless undergo 
review in the Appellate Court. 


FOR A NEW LIFE. 


A Steamer-load of Negroes Bound for 
Liberia.

A Gathering for the Benefit of the 
Business Interests | 
Calitornia.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 19.—Fully 
three hundred representative business men, 
participating.in the Manufacturers’ Conven- 
tien, convened here in the Chamber of 
Commerce at 2 o’clock this afternoon. The 
purpose of the gathering is to consider 
dusiness matters, only, giving politics’ a 
wide berth. 
Hugh Craig of San Francisco called the 
convention to order, and in a short speech 
explained the objects of the convention, 
and what it might possibly accomplish 
for the business interests of California.

Crane Puts Two SBunco 
Sharps to Flight.

SANTA ROSA, March 19.—A clever at- 


tempt to bunco Richard Crane, one of the 
wealthy farmers living’ near Santa Rosa, 
was frustrated here this afternoon. About 
two weeks ago a large, smooth-faced, well- 
dressed gentleman came here represent- 
ing himself as in search of a farm. He 
went out and looked at Crane’s. He came 
here again last night and registered at the 
Occidental Hotel as James Swann. With 
him was a smaller man with a dark mus- 


tache, “who registered as James Fox. 


Each secured a team from the livery 
stable this morning, and went into the 
country, but in different directions. 

The big man went to Crane’s place 
where he represented himself as Dan Mc- 
Garvey a nephew of Judge McGarvey of 
Ukiah. He told Crane he knew his son, 
R. L. Crane of Ukiah, and that the son 
had receommended him to come and buy 
the farm. He said he was from Alabama, 
and had been left a big fortune by his 
father. He said he had $40,000 in gov- 
ernment scrip which he had exchanged in 
San Francisco for greenbacks. He. showed 
Crane a big roll of greenbacks amounting 
to that sum. Crane did not want to sell 
his farm here, but proposed that they go 
up to see his Dry Creek farm. They 
started on the road and soon met a man 
who said his buggy had broken down and 
wanted to ride with them. This was the 
confederate Fox, and after a little talk 
they proposed to have a little game of 
cards with Crane. Crane became suspi- 
cious and remarked that he believed that 
they were frauds. The men soon after 
ee agreeing to meet him again to- 
night. 

Crane hurried to town and notified the 
officers, who watched at the stables for 
the return of the men.

ON AN ICEBERG. 
The Startling Situation of a Fishing 
Schooner. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

SAN FRANCISCO, March 19. — The 
schooner Elwood has arrived from Alaska 
with twenty tons of halibut packed in ice. 
She sailed from Seatile on January 24 for 
Departure Bay, whence she took a cargo 
of coal for Juneau. From Juneau she went 
to Muir Glacier for her ice. While paesing 
through Icy Straits a big iceberg was 
sighted. Capt. Chester was looking for 
icebergs, and he made for the ficating 
mass. During the day thirty tons of ice 
were whittled off the berg and transferred 
to the vessel. 272 

As the tide fell the berg began to roll 
over, the reef forming a pivot on which it 
revolved. Then suddealy the port side of 
the ship began to go, and the Elwood de- 
veloped a startling list to starboard. It 
was discovered that the schooner bad been 
anchored over a spur of the iceberg. 

As the darkness increased the situation 
became more critical, and the captain or- 
dered the crew into the boats. All hands 
left the vessel and rested on their cars a 
short distance away, expesting to see the 
Elwood roll over and disappear every mo- 
ment. As the tide fell a small peak of the 
ice reared tts crest above the water on the 
weather-side of the schooner, and it was 
found that the vessel was caught and 
hemmed by the berg. 

For three-quarters of am hour the fate of 
the Elwood’ remained in doubt; then, with- 
out any reason, the vessel tock a 
lunge forward into the sea and came right 
side up and anchored out of reach of the 
floe. The crew rowed back to the vessel, 
and no time was lost in putting a gocd 
distance between the Elwood and the rolling 
mass of ice. At midnight the spur which 
had nearly wrecked the schooner was the 
highest peak of the iceberg, the latter hav- 
ing performed a complete revolution. 


HIS SKULL CRUSHED. 


The Fatal Result of an Old Man’s 
Drunken Brutality. —

REDWOOD CITY, March 19.~John J. 
Clancy was brought to jail here charged 


‘with the crime of killing his aged fatber, 


John Clancy. The tragedy occurred near 
Holy Cross Cemetery at Colma, shortly 
after 9 o’clock last night. Young Clancy, 
who is a teams‘er at the cemetery, resides 
in a small coitage near by with his wife 
and three little children. His father had 
for some time vast made his home with 
him. 

Last night, it is said, the father came 
home under the iafluence of liquor and, 
during the absence of his son, began abus- 
ing his daughter-in-iaw and applying vile 

ets to her children. Young Clancy:ar- 
rived shortly after and proceedad to eject 
the old man from the house. During tne 
struggle the father was thrown or fell tod” 
the floor, striking his bead _ violently4 
against the stove, which caused his death. 

Young Clancy is described by those who 
know him best as a sober, bard-working 
man. The story he tells of his father’s 
failings is one of continuous drunkenness 
and bruiality, and on his body he still 
pears the marks of his father’s wrath re- 
céived when he was too voung to defend 
himself. His mother also frequently came 
in for a share of the old man’s abuse. 
Clancy says he only wanted to put his 
father out of the house, when the old man 
struck at him with something he held in 
bis hand. They grappied, and during the 
struggle the old man fell and struck his 
head on the stove. 

The young man did not at first think his 
injuries were serizus. When he found that 
hhe was unconscious he tried to revive him 
and sent for the neighbors, but he died in 
a short time. Clancy placed the body on 
the bed, hunted up Constable Neville and 
surrendered himself.

Rumors of other alleged 
wills are also heard, and it is hinted that 
it may be shown that the late millionaire 
had a mania for executing last wills and 
testamentts and intrusted them to the 
keeping of his lady friends.

UNDER THE SEA. 


THE LOST REINA REGENTE 18 
FOUND. 


Wreckers at Work the 
Four Hundred and Twenty Bod - 
ies—Sunk by Too Heavy 
Armament. 


Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

CADIZ, March 19.—(By Atlantic Cable.) 
The Spanish cruiser Alphonzo XIII reports 
baving found the missing cruiser Reina 
Regeénte, sunk near Rajo Aceitanos, not 
far from the Straits of Gibraltar. Only 
twenty inches of the masts were above 
water, The Alfonzo XIII has returned 
to the scene of the wreck with divers to 
recover the bodies. The Reina Regente 
carried a crew of 420 officers and men, 
and all are believed to have perished. 

Deputy Diaz Moreau, formerly an officer 
in the Spanish navy, in the Chamber of 
Deputies on March 14 read a statement 
of the former commander of the Reina 
Regente in which the writer described the 
cruiser as a vessel unable to weather the 
heavy storm, owing to the increased 
weight of her armament. Admiral Ber- | 
anger said that the overweight of the 
crutser’s deck-guns was rectified two years 
ago by tis orders when he was Minister 
of Marine. In Cadiz and Cartegan, where 
most of the crew belonged there has been 
great anxiety and excitement from the 
moment the cruiser was reported missing. 

The Reina Regente about two years ago 
went to New York as one of the Spanish 
equadron which escorted across the At- 
lantic the Columbus caravels. The vessel 
was launched in 1887, and was one of 
three second-class deck-protected cruisers 
of the same build, the sister ships being 
Alfonso XIII and Le Panto, all of 2800 
tons, 12,000 horse-power and is expected to 
steam twenty knots. The wrecked cruiser 
was 320 feet long, had 50 feet 6 inches 
beam, and draught 20 feet 4 inches. She 
was propelled by twin screws. Her pro- 
tected deck was 4% inches thick on the 
slopes and her conning-tower had 5 inches 
of armor and the shields were 3 inches 
thick. The armament consisted of four 
9%-inch guns, one on each side forward of 
the central superstructure, one on each 
side aft; six 4%-inch guns in broadside 
forward, and an after pair in the spon- 
sons, the middle pair in the recessed ports 
and fifteen rapid-firing and machine-guns.

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SUCKED DRY. 


A Bonded Warehouse Robbed of its 
Liquid Contents. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

COLUMBIA (8. C., March 19.—Deputy 
Collector of International Revenue Van- 
dervoord has unearthed one of the most 
novel cases of robbery in the annals of the 
Federal courts in this State. The story 
as obtained from the confession of some 
of those implicated in the conspiracy is 
as follows: 

In 1892 a man named Bieman of Wal- 
halla, S. C., sold the Government distillery 
No. 370, located three miles from that 
town, to W. C. Tatum. In the warehouse 
connected with the distillery were be- 
tween eight and ten thousand gallons of 
whisky, and the warehouse was closed un- 
der seal of the revenue officers,Tatum in- 
tending to hold the whisky for the period 
of three years allowed by law before 

g it. Tatum closed the distillery 


A little later the stealing began. The 
warehouse was built on the slope of the 
hill. The robbers drew the staple of the 
door, inserted one end of a hose into a 
whisky-barrel, passed the hose through a 
crack in the wall and siphoned the whisky 
into an empty barrel at the foot of the 
hill, several rods away, whence they could 
haul it away without serious risk of de- 
tection. This process they repeated nightly 
until every gill of whisky had been safely 
removed. Then the band assembled one 
night and after filling the barrels in the 
warehouse with water, carefully replaced 
the staple and seal. ö 

As the end of the three years approached, 
Cctlector Townes wrote Tatum repeatedly 
urging him to prepare to take the liquor 
from bond, and it was while this corres- 
pondence was in progress, on the night of 
September 5, 1894, the warehouse, with its 
contents was burned. Meanwhile the sus- 
picion of the revenue department had been 
excited, and Deputy Collector Vandervoord 
began an investigation. The facts above 
related were discovered, and the arrests 
of John Farmer, Asbury Hyde, William 
Whitman, Tony Watkins and John Row- 
land followed. They have been given 
hearings before United States Commis- 
sioner Hawthorne at Greenville, and were 
held for trial. Some of them have made 
full confessions. 


. HYPNOTIC INFLUENCE. 


It Proves Too Much for a District 
Attorney.

EAU CLAIRE (Wis.,) March 19.—One of 
the famous hypnotism cases has fallen 
through in the Circuit Court here. The 
case of the State against Dr. George W. 
Pickin and his son, Astigal Pickin, 
charged with criminally assaulting Mabel 
Briggs was nolle prossed by the District 
Attorney as to Dr. Pickin and was con- 
tinued as to his son.

Farr had made up his mind not to go into 
court with a line of evidence which. would 
have to be sustained by a theory of hyp- 
notism, and decided that he could not 
convict the doctor. Astigal is still in jail. 


CONSUMING FLAMES. 


A Two-hundred-thousand-dollar Fire 
at Burlington, Vt. 
BURLINGTON (Vt.,) March 19.—A dis- 
astrous fire broke out today in the wood- 
working shops of J. R. Booth. The Pio- 
neer Lumber Mills were destroyed and 
the flames spread to the large storehouse 
and works of the Baldwin Refrigerator 
Company, and the shops of the Vermont 
Roller Shade Company and destroyed a 
large amount of stock and much valua- 
bie machinery. W. L. Millington, a watch- 
man. fell through the roof of the building 
into the flames and was burned to death. 
The total loss is estimated at $300,000. 
About 325 men are thrown out of work. 


THAT ULTIMATUM. 


Uncle Sam, as Usual, Lacks Infor- 
mation From Nicaragua. 

WASHINGTON, March 19.—The British 
embassy has received no information yet 
as to the ultimatum of Great Britain to 
Nicaragua for the payment of $75,000 
within seven weeks ip redress for the ex- 
pulsion of Hatch, its consular agent, from 
Bluefields, and of the dispatch of a British 
warship to back up the ultimatum. 

Under these circumstances it is thought 
in official circles that the subject may be 
handled through the British authorities in 
Nicaragua, although it is usual to advise 
the Ambassador here op a demand of this 
moment. Gen. Barrios, the Nicaraguan en- 
voy, left this morning for New York. 


Negro Colonists in Mexico.

the best of the argument. Every once in 
a while a report is received of the destruc- 
tion of a bundle of hoarded bills by rats, 
mice or other vermin, and then again 
whén there ie @ dre the chance of recov- 
ering sufficient fragments of a bundle of 
bills is very slim, While in most cases gold 
coin can be recovered in one shape or 
another. Another drawback which at- 
taches to the paper Money that is so gen- 
erally utilized. in the East is the danger 
of infection. A glance at a well-worn, 
greenback through a powerful microscope 
would cure a good many people of the 
habit of carrying them around. 


COMMERCIAL. 


We are in the habit of talking about the 
closeness of competition in business in 
Oalifornia, but as a fact we really know 
very little about what keen competition 
means, as it is understood east of the 
mountains. Just at present there is a bit- 
ter trade war on between the wholesale 
merchams of Chicago and St. Louis. The 
Chicago wholesale trade has formed an as- 
sociation for the purpose of fighting the 
methods adopted by St. Louis wholesale 
dealers to secure trade. The St. Louts 
dealers have a echeme for furnishing free 
tra on and “expense money’ to 
coumtry merchants. Circular letters have 
been sent, it ds said, to merchants in six- 
teen or eighteen States and Territories, in- 
forming them of a plan whereby they may 
have all * expenses paid“ if they 
Will go to St. Louis and purchase 
amounting to at least $1000, The Chicago 
merchants are going to meet this play,“ 
and, if possible, will go the St. Louis mer- 
chants better.“ It only took the mer- 
chanits of the Windy City a few minutes to 
subscribe a preliminary fund of $10,000 for 
the purpose of starting an association, the 
object of — will be to offer the same 

or better ucements for country mer- 
be to visit Chicago, and it is expected 
that the result will be to capture a good 
deal of the trade which has hitherto been 
going to St. Louis. 

Such unreasonable competition as this 
is not healthy for the dealers, or, in the 
long run, for the customers. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 


Since ofl has been produced in paying 
quantities within the city limits of Los An- 
geles, there has been an awakening of in- 
terest in the subject all along the coast 
of Southern California, and a good many 
interesting discoveries have been made, 
while the probability is that still more im- 
portant results will be reported in the near 
future, as a great many people are at 
present prospecting. 

One of the points where oil is now be- 
ing produced in »aying quantities is at 
Summerland, on the coast of Sauta Bar- 
bara county, a Utopian colony which was 
started six years ago and which was in a 
very moribund condition until the recent 
strikes of oil were made. It was found 

soon after the colony was settled that 
the whole village was underlaid with a 
stratum of natural gas, and gradually this 
deposit was utilized to a limited extent. 
Then the further discovery was made 
that under the dark adobe soll of Sum- 
merland there was oil, which had been 
struck while digging for water, one well 
yielding about five barrels a day. Other 
wells were sunk, but the oil was not found 
in paying quantities and the matter was 
allowed to drop out of sight. Recently. 
however, one of the founders of the coi- 
ony noticing that oil was floating on the 
ocean, and that in some cases the sand 
on the beach was puffed up as if by gas, 
sunk five wells along the beach a little 
above high tide. The wells were s! imple 
ones, constructed with picks and shovels, 
but at the depth of from sixty to seventy 
feet oil was found, and in two of the 
wells it came in at the rate of about 
twenty-five barrels a day, as near as it 
could be measured. Since then one well 
has been dug which yields five barrels a 
day. Now a large proportion of the in- 
habitants of Summerland are busy digging 
wells on their property. Improved pump- 
ing machinery is being imported, tanks 
are being built, barrels bought by the 
thousand, and before long the daily oil 
shipments from Summerland, it is expected 
quite a figure. 

th natural gas at such widel 
points as Summerland and the 
ranch, mention of which latter deposit 
was made in The Times a couple of days 
azo. and with oil deposits so widely scat- 
tered as Santa Barbara, Ventura, New- 
hall, Los Angeles, Puente and Whittier, 
there is every reason to suppose that the 
oil and gas deposits of this section have 
as yet been scarcely prospected, and that 
before long we may expect to witness de- 
velopments of which the work of the past 
few years furnishes merely an indication. 

What is especially desirable just now is 
a thorough and systematic investigation 
of the country outside of Los Angeles. 
The wells that are now being worked 
around Second-street Park cannot be ex- 


to their full capacity, because they are 
too near together. In fact, it is an open 
secret that the capacity of many of these 
‘wells has fallen off very considerable since 
they were put down. Nothing else could 
be expected when wells are sunk on a 
basis of from ten to forty to the acre, 
whereas in the oil producing sections of 
the East the rule is to sink on an aver- 
age of about one well to five acres. There 
ig every indication that the main source 
of the oil supply which is being developed 
around Second-street Park has not yet 
been discovered, and that a systematic 
prospecting of the country to the north, 
northwest and northeast of the city would 
would prove very profitable to those who 
have the means and patience to work 
thoroughly. |

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LITERARY PIRACY AND THE

Rarely has a more brilliant illus- 
tration of the pithy, if somewhat ver- 
nacular, expression, of “going up like a 
rocket and coming down like a stick” 

offered than one just witnessed 
in the editorial rooms of our esteemed 
morning contemporary, the Herald. 
- Thereby hangs a short but interest- 
ing tale, and as it has a funny side, 
The Times is going to tell it. 
When the new deal in the proprie- 
torship and management of the Her- 
ald was consummated a few months 
ago, it was believed by the new man- 
agers that the “eternal fitness of 
things” would not be eternally fitted 
unless Bome high and mighty foreign 
editorial talent were imported. Home 
talent!—bah!—that was good enough 
for an ordinary local newspaper like 
“the old Herald,” but it would not do 
for a great and grand metropolitan 
newspaper, such as it was proposed 
to make of the new Herald.” Act- 
ing on the inspiration, a “person of 
the name of” E. H. Clough was im- 
ported. He came from somewhere 
along the shores of the classic side of 
San Francisco's bay, but just what par- 
ticular spot had the honor of Iirst 
heralding his birth to this unapprecia- 
tive world is not generally known;

In due course of time the said Mr. 
Clough arrived in Los Angeles, and 
was, with all the honors and emolu- 
ments attached thereto, duly inducted 
into the important office of Chief Edi- 
torial Writer of the Herald.

THE MIGHTY WEST. 


The glorious beauty of our California 
climate, with its manifold perfections, 
can but be appreciated by the visitors 
who are with us from other parte of 
the country. The object lesson which 
Nature presents at this time is one of 
impressiveness and beauty, as winter 
upon our lofty mountain heights stands 
confronting the eternal summer of our 
vales. 

No greater contrast could be afforded 
than that of snow-crest»] nouutalbs 
looking downward into the face of 
green vales, dotted with great oichards 
laden with tropical fruits, the orange, 
the lemon and the lime swaying in the 
warm sunshine, while great billowy 
seas of grasses and grain stretch away 
from the mountain’s base to the flash- 
ing waters of the wide ocean. 

There we may contemplate winter 
from afar without feeling its chill. 
Life wakens in the bosom of our earth 
with the first winter’s rain. With De 
cember, when our Atlantic borders are 
frozen and buried in snowdrifts, comes 
to us a blossoming resurrection, such 
as is known only to an Eastern May 
or June. Our soil is responsive and 
growth is rapid and continuous. It is 
spontaneous, too. We have no such 
thing as forced growth—for growth is 
here Nature’s most pronounced law. 
Much of our soil is virgin soil; and 
that which has been long cultivated 
needs but little enriching. 

It takes time for the Easterner to be- 
come accustomed to the contrasts 
which he finds here. Nature here is 
built on a more generous plan than he 
has been accustomed to. When the 
snow is on the mountain heights at 
home he has been accustomed to the 
leafless forests and the frozen earth 
in the valleys. He cannot understand 
how with winter frowning upon our 
snowy crests the warmth and the 
growth of summer should be continu- 
ally with us in the valleys. But, two 
hours from the roses in our gardens to 
the snow in our Sierra’s lap is a sur- 
prise such as he was not prepared for. 
“It is all a mystery,” he exclaims, 
“yet it is one that delights me.” 

And one charm of Southern Culifor- 
nia may be found in -this—in its in- 
dividuality, its distinct climatic differ- 
ence from that of other sections. 
Along the coast, we of his semi-trepic 
southland have much to modify our cli- 
mate and impart to it ‘lesirable fea- 
tures such as do not belong even to tbe 
northern section of the State. In the 
first place the trend of our southern 
coast is different, being, below Point 
Concepcion, from east to west instead 
of from north to south. Thus we es- 
cape the cold north winds that at cer- 
tain seasons sweep the shores about 
San Francisco and the northern part of 
the State, and which give a cooler 
character to its climate. We also bave 
the shelter afforded by our mountuin- 
ous islands, which protect us from 
cold ocean winds and severe storn‘s. 
The mountains of the mainland also 
have their share in the work of modify- 
ing our climate. Our winters are 


‘| Warmer and our summers cooler an! 


more equable than in the inland and 
northern parts of the State. We are 
rarely visited by frosts or high winds. 
The golden days, like those of vester- 
day, we consider our heritage from 
January to December. The climate of 


Southern California is one that knows | 


nothing of extremes, and it has little 
to vex us. We really have but cwo 
seasons, the wet and the dry.. Spring, 
Summer, Autumn and Winter—this is 
not our calendar. We have but the 


faith. They did not know, and could. 


long blossoming summer, ‘with a tem- 
perature of comfort, a twelvemonth of 
growth. The term “semi-tropical,” as 
applied to our climate, does not indi- 
cate any period of extreme heat, but 
it implies rather the absence of win- 
ter. Our Eastern friends will learn to 
understand this after a year in Califor- 
nia, and they will not be slow to ap- 
preciate the ndtural advantages which 
we possess over those of the inland 
and Atlantic borders of the continent. 
And with a better knowledge of cli- 
mate there cannot fail to be a larger 
drift of population in this direction. 
The western march of empire is des 
tined to grow steadily. The children 
of our Puritan fathers are rapidly 
shifting their base to that mighty 
West which is to hold in its hands the 
future destiny of this repuvuc. The 
New England of today is widely dif- 
ferent from the New England of fifty 
years ago. It has beso ne in a meas 
ure alienized, filled with a foreign ele- 
ment that is not in sympathy with its 
traditions or its past. The New En- 
gland of the future will be found on 
the shores of the Pacific, among the 
orange groves of California and the 
towns and the cities of the Pacific 
Slope, and it will not be less glorious, 
less free and enlightened than the 
New England of our fathers. 


Interviews with New York business 
men, by the press of that city, indi- 
cate a very general feeling that better 
times are near at hand, although no 
great boom is anticipated. There bas 
been a marked improvement all over 
the country since the adjournment of 
Congress. The new tariff is not very 
favorable to a business revival, but it 
is vastly better than the uncertainty 
which existed for nearly two years 
preceding its passage.

justed upon a basis which will restore 
confidence, The cemplete restoration 
of prosperity will come with the enact- 
ment of a rational tariff law. 


The appropriation bills passed by the 
Legislature at the session just closed 
will bring the tax levy up to about 01 
cents. This is apparently in excess cf 
the limits pledged by both the Repub- 
lican and the Democratic parties; but 
the excess is caused by deficienci-s 
handed down from the precedinz two 
years, amounting to between $800,000 
and $1,000,000. The present Legisla- 
ture can not properly be held respun- 
sible for the deficiencies of the pre- 
ceding administration. Had it pet 
been for these extra bills—chief among 
which were the expenses of the militia 
incurred during the railroad strike, 
and the payment of back dues on coy- 
ote-scalps—the approprigtions for this 
and next year would had 
kept within the 50-cent limit, and 
probably within 45 cents.

| THE NEXT CONVENTION. 


WHAT SENATOR SCOTT OF WEST 
VIRGINIA THINKS OF IT. 


He Wants the Republicans to Gather 
at Gan Francisco—He Also Has 
‘Something to Say of 
California. 


Perhaps. no member ot the Republican 
National Committee is better qualified to 
speak in regard to the best place for hold- 
ing the next national convention than is 
Hon. N. B. Scott, ex-Senator from West 
Virginia, who is now making a trip 
through the West, and was seen today. by 
a Times reporter in Pasadena and ques- 
tioned upon the subject. Mr. Scott, though 
himself an Eastern man, has a hearty 
sympathy with the West, and declares that 
the East has never dealt fairly with the 
issues of the Coast, and has never yet been 
brought to a realization that Oalifornia and 
all the States lying west of the mountains 
have a claim upon the whole country, on 
account of théir marvellous resources and 

character and quality of their citizens. 
The East is ignorant of the West, and the 
only way. so says Mr. Scott, that it can 
be startled out of its apathy. is to be 
brought into contact with these interests 
personally and see for itself. 

This can be done by securing for San 
Francisco the National Republican Conven- 
tion, and toward this end Mr. Scott is 
working. Mr. De Young of San Francisco 
all but secured concessions four years ago, 
which would have brought the convention 
to the coast, and should the railroads be 
brought to see that their true interests lay 
in making a rate so low between the Mis- 
souri River and San Francisco that it 
would be beyond objection, the convention 
would be an assured fact. There will be at 
the convention a large number of men who 
will be future Senators and Representa- 
tives, and it is of the utmost importance 
that they should become acquainted with 
the great West. 

In the train of these men, so says Mr. 
Scott, others will follow. Seeing the coun- 
try once they will come again, and not only 
make investments here, but many of them 
will make their homes here and become 
permanent citizens of California. Speaking 
of the Los Angeles Times Mr. Scott ex- 
pressed the highest approval of the course 
taken by the paper during the strike, and 
its policy toward all unpatriotic measures. 
Especially did he commend the course pur- 
sued in regard to the affair at Cripple 
Creek, and said that its editorials were 
widely copied in Eastern journals as evinc- 
ing the proper spirit and voicing the senti- 
ment of the law-and-order-loving portion of 
California. 

Being questioned regarding the Nica- 
razua Canal Mr. Scott expressed the great- 
est interest in the project, and related how 


Gov. McOorickle, the Democratic Governor 


of West Virginia, is winning hosts of 
friends for the measure from the ranks of 
both political parties and from among all 
factions by his clever lectures upon the na- 
tional advantages of the Nicaragua Canal.

Some think 
that the withdrawal of geenbacks would 
solve the difficulty. I think it would ag- 
gavate it. If the Government will provide 
a revenue from customs duties, equal to 
its wants, the demand for gold would 
cease. The cessation of that drain would 
start the wheels of industry all over the 
country, and would give employment to 
Ude wage-earners. It would make a better 
home market for agricultural products, 
more business for riailroads, and by in- 
creased traffic would enhance the value of 
railroad securities. Instead of foreign in- 
vestors sending stocks and bonds abroad 
for sale, they would then become pur- 
chasers, who would turn the balance of 
trade in our favor, and gold, whether in 
the United States Treasury, or in the 
banks, would be permitted to remain. In 
my judgment, the present is not time to 
tinker with currency. If changes in the 
latter are needed, they may be made to the 
best advantage when the general pros- 
perity of the country has been restored.”

Having started on & wrong assumption, 
they advocate the confiscation of economic 
rent as a “sovereign remedy’’ that will 
restore an equilibrium of opportunities to 
all, and render involuntary poverty impos- 
sible., 

The confiscation of rent is equivalent to 
the confiscation of the land; single taxers 
admit this and defend it. “We must make 
land common property,“ says Henry 
George. 

This plan of conilecation is proposed 
without any compensation to present 
land-owners. Now, admitting that equity 
does not permit private property in land, 
it by no means follows that present owners 
should be expropriated. Present land- 
owners are only partially the beneficiar- 
jes of that unearned increment” which 
the single tax is designed to confiscate. 
Probably not more than 10 per cent. of 
present land values has accrued to the 
present owners, while the other 90 per 
cent. has been pocketed by former owners, 
millions of whom are dead and gone. Other 
millions who shared in this unearned in- 
crement have invested their gains in 
other methods of exploiting labor quite 
as indefensible, and probably. more profit- 
able, than land-holding. Are those former 
beneficiaries to go scott free,“ .while we 
rob the present owners of all the increase 
in land values that has accrued since the 
original purchase from the government, 
and in which millions not now land-own- 
ers have been the chief beneficiaries?

LOS ANGELES, March 19, 1895.—(To 
the Editor of The Times:) As to a de 
bate at the Single-tax Club on Monday 
evening, bottom truths were not utilized 
in the arguments and they even did not 
appear to have been thought of. Is it 
not in some way like this? Like other 
animals, man’s primary instincts are 
preying ones. In nature’s flelds the strong 


fight, flee or fall. Take birds as an ex- 
ample. If one family or kind, as to the 
occupancy or possession of a feeding or 
breeding ground, are victorious, they be- 
come the strong and the other kind must 
flee or die. This, to us humans, seems 
not to be a hardship for the birds, but 
in-our own case it is the source of all 
our grievances; we cannot fly nor readily 
flee and we are unwilling to die. 

Like the birds and beasts, man does 
not take his varied sustenances direct 
and raw from nature’s store, but instead, 
such are grown, gathered and stored under 
conditions such as preclude their abandon- 
ment, or, in a flight, their being carried 
with them. We have become environed 
with such relatednesses as to our needs 
and to our means of supplying them ‘that, 
unlike the birds, we cannot migrate at the 
dictum of the year’s varied seasons or 
in obedience to the demands of a stronger 
race or to a stronger person among that 
of our own. So our birds and other ani- 
mal species fight, flee or die; and unless 
man gives up much of that which he calls 
his civilization and reduces his wants to 
the raw materials of Nature’s providing, 
that saving, fleeing. factor cannot be 
availed of, and his only alternative is ever 
to fight or to fall. Seeeing then these 
inevitable conditions, would it not be bet- 
ter for Us “as individuals, and consequently 
as a race, to breed our preying instincts 
out? If we would be human in deed as 
well as in name, must we not be humane 
also? And to have peace and plenty take 
the place of want and woe among men, 
should not industrial and productive in- 
stincts fill the place now dominated by 
exploiting ones? Humane people are 
impatient and pained that, along with 80 
much effort and with apparent good in- 
tent, bottom facts as to man's rela 

to Nature and to himself should be 80 
ignored, and that the wrongs which he 
thus ignorantly inflicts on himself are yet

River Bed Sand. 
THE COUNCIL WILL RECONSIDER ITS 
HASTY ACTION. 

A special meeting of the City Council 
has been called, to be held at 10 a. m. to- 
morrow, for the purpose of requesting the 
Mayor to return without his approval the 
contract with H. H. Metcalf, whereby he 
is given, under certain conditions, the ex- 
clusive right for a period of ten years to 
take sand and gravel from the river bed. 

It is stated by members of the Council 
that they voted for the measure believing 
it would be a means of bringing a consid- 
erable revenue to the city, as the con- 
tractor is to pay 8 cents per load for each 
two-horse load taken out. Further investi- 
gation, however, makes it appear that the 

result of entering into such a contract 
would be more far-reaching. than supposed. 

The sand and gravel of the river bed has 
heretofore been free, under certain reason- 
able restrictions, to any and all contractors 
who wanted to obtain these articles for 
street or building work. Such being the 
‘case a contractor in bidding on a piece of 

~work takes this fact into consideration and 
offers to do it for a price fixed ngly. 

If the taking out of these materials be 
placed in the exclusive control of one man 
the cost of procuring sand or gravel from | 
the river will naturally be increased, and: 
every contractor will have to charge 
higher price for any work he may do 15 
which these materials enter. 

The effect would thus be that fer all 
building, as well as concrete and sidewalk 
and curb work, the cost would be to some 
extent increased, and, while the contractors 
would charge sufficiently higher prices so 
that they would lose nothing on account 
the increased cost, the property-own 
would have so much more to pay for all 
improvements of the kind mentioned that 
he might choose to make. In this way the 
increased cost would tend to a certain ex- 
tent to check improvements. 

The immense quantities of sand and gra- 
vel removed from the bed of the river is 
probably not realized by those who are not 
familiar with the subject. While these 
materials may be obtained to a limited ex- 
tent and in inferior quality in other parts 
of the city, yet practically the whole sup- 
ply of gravel and sand for the purposes 
above stated is obtained from the river bed. 

The quantity taken out is variously esti- 
mated, it being reckoned to be not far 
from 200 loads or cubic yards per day, It 
has sometimes happened that when there 
were no heavy rains during the winter the 
supply would become short, and it would 
be quite difficult to get the materials. After 
a heavy rain, however, large quantities are 
1 down and the supply is replen- 


24. quantity of sand or gravel needed 
for the purposes for which these materials 
are used may be appreciated better, per- 
haps, when it is stated that for a single 
building such as some of those that are in 
course of erection on Broadway, more than 
1000 cubic yards are required. For 100 
Square feet of sidewalk considerably more 
than one cubic yard ofethese materials is 


_ used, and it needs about one cubic yard 


for fifty lineal feet of ordinary cement curb. 
Large quantities are also used in concrete 
work.

To Learn Street Numbers. 
CITY ENGINBER GIVES THEM ON AP- 
PLICATION, 


bo The constantly large number of buildings 

under construction in the city causes not 
a little inquiry as to the proper way to as- 
certain what the street number of any 
particular lot may be. 

This is regulated by ordinance, and, if 
possible, the number of the lot and block 
should de ascertained and stated at the 
City Engineer’s office. It not convenient 
to ascertain the Jot and block mumber, a 
measurement of the distance from the 
nearest street corner to the nearer and 
further line of the lot should be taken. 

The lot in question having thus deen 
located the City Engineer will, upon ap- 
Plication at his office, issue a certificate 
showing what is the street number of the 
lot which has deen located. Should any 
person living on a neighboring lot attach 
the same number to his house the ordi- 
mance provides that the City Engineer may 
by a certain process compel me person not 
entitled to the number used to put the 
proper number in its place. 

The ordinance provides that one num- 
ber shall be allowed for each twenty feet 
of frontage throughout ‘the city. The odd 
numbers are to be in every case on the 
west sides of streets. 

Anyone desiring to obtain a certificate 
for the number of any particular lot 
should apply in person at the City Engi- 
neer's office, as certificates cannot be is- 
sued by 8

DAMAGE SUIT AGAINST A NEWHALL 
CONSTABLE. 

Suit was commenced in the Superlor 
Court yesterday by the Newhall Hydrau-

HR NEW ELECTRIC LINE. Every Day. 


It is said that strong efforts are being 
made-to have the line of electric railway 
completed to Pasadena by the opening of 
La Fiesta, when through cars will be run. 
In the event, however, of the line not be- 
ing ready for traffic the new cars, made 
especially for this road and now on their 
way here from the Hast, will be utilized in 
Los Angeles to. accommodate the increased 
traval during La Fiesta week. 

NEW TANK CARS. 

Tank cars that heretofore have, for the 
most part, been utilized only for the trans- 
portation of oil, are now being largely 
used for conveying syrups, molasses, etc. 
A number of such cars have just been 
completed for a Memphis firm, and are 
built an the most improved principle. The 
cars are constructed of sheet steel, double 
riveted, and are made to carry 5000 gallons 
of syrup, which equals 60,000 pounds, the 
present standard. The dome and cap at 
the top of the cars are large enough to ad- 
mit a man, the cars being thoroughly 
washed after each trip. A double coil of 
galvanized steam pipe is laid at the bot- 
tom of each tank, live steam being used to 
heat the syrup when the cars are being 
unloaded, with a view to making it run 
as freely as possible. An outlet of six 
inches in diameter is used at the bottom of 
each tank for thé purpose of unloading, 
and to this is fastened a pump with which 
the car can be emptied within twelve or 
fifteen minutes.

THE REAL NAME OF BOWEN 
WAS WRIGGLESWORTE. 


The Coroner’s Inquest Reveals the 
Identity of a Suicide—He Had 
Some Relatives in Old 

England. 


The body of Edward Bowen, the old man 
who swallowed a dose of laudanum at the 
Colton House Monday evening and died in 
the Receiving: Hospital a few hours later, 
was removed to the undertaking parlors of 
Kregelo & Bresee yesterday morning, 
where Coroner Campbell held an inquest on 
the remains at 2 o’clock in the afternoon. 
A number of witnesses testified as to the 
dead man’s threats to commit suicide, and 
related the circumstances of the case sub- 
stantially as told by ‘The Times ey dt 


morning. 

The jury, after hearing the evidence, 
speedily brought in a Verdict in accordance 
with the facts. 

The Coroner, accompanied 17 Detective 
Auble and ‘members of 0 the jury, afterward 
visited the room occupied by the suicide 
and examined his effects, which consisted 
principally of a trunk, a valise, a lot 
of old clothes, two. old ofl. paint- 
ings and some cigar-stand paraphernalia. 
One dollar and seventy-five cents was all 
the money found in his clothes. His gold 
watch was missing, but this was afterward 
found at a pawnshop. 

There were a number of photographs and 
letters in the trunk, which showed that 
the dead men was well connected in En- 
gland. The letters also disclosed that his. 
real name was Edward Wrigglesworth. Ap- 
parently the last letter received by him 
was dated Montrose, Woodside Park, N. 
Finchley, London, November 24, 1894, and 
was signed, “Your loving cousin, Lucy 
Jones.“ In this the writer remarked about 
not hearing from him for a year, and re- 
quested that he write at once, he sei all 
about his doings and circumsta 

There being no other relative pon ad- 
dress was known, Coroner Campbell ad- 
dressed a letter to Mrs. Jones, apprising 
her of Wriggleworth’s death, and asking 
what should be done with his property, 
which is of little value. 

Despondency over his impoverished cir- 
cumstances undoubtedly caused Wriggles-

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CLASSICAL ARCHITECTURE. 


THE SECOND OF THE SERIES OF 
ART LECTURES. 


Art and Architecture Synonymous in 
Greek Temples and Christian 
Churches—Different 
Columns. 


The second in the series of art lec- 
tures given under the auspices of the Art 
Association took place last evening at the 
School of Art and Design. Rev. J. C. 
Fletcher prefaced the lecture with a few 
introductory remarks upon the close re- 
lationship between art and architecture, 
and introduced Mrs. George Caswell, who 
then delivered the lecture upon Classical 
Architecture.“ announced at the last 
meeting. Mrs. Caswell took good- na- 
tured exception to the statement of Dr. 
Fletcher that architecture was related to 
art, and stated that in her opinion, ar- 
chitecture is itself art. ; 

She then opened her lecture with a 
brief glance at the conditions which pro- 
duced the Golden Age in ‘Jreeca. 

The size, geographical position and to- 
pography of the marvelous little country 
were most important factors in her his- 
tory. Divided into states so small that 
each was only known by its principal 
city, these little states lay cach in a 
natural basin surrounded by mountains, 
separated from each other, maintaining 
each its own strong individuality, under 
its own chief, and only united with the 
others when some great danger threat- 
ened the entire country. 

These conditions were the strongest fac- 
tors in the development of that freedom 
which made possible the wonderful. cen- 
tury and a half which is known as the 
Golden Age of Grecian art and literature. 
After the successful repulse of the Per- 
sian invasions, Athens, the leading city 
in Greece, re-erected the buildings upon 
the Acropolis as a votive offering to 
Athena, the guardian goddess of the city. 
It was always the disposition of the 
Greeks to build their cities around an 
elevation or acropolis, upon which the 
temple and great public buildings were 
placed. 

The Greeks borrowed their religion, as 
they did everything else, from the ancient 
civilization of the East; but simplified, 
purified and beautified it as they did 
everything they touched. Their architec- 
ture was no exception to this rule. All 
the fine architecture was devoted to the 
temples and public buildings; of domestic 
architecture there was nothing worthy 
of notice. The Greek temple was an out- 
growth of the religion. This was without 
ritual and was carried into the daily 
walks of life, instead of being a thing 
apart to be celebrated by especial cere- 
monies. The Greek temples were very 
small and served simply as shrines and 
places of sacrifice. 

“The open roof allowed the smoke to es- 

-eape, and the gutters carried off the 


waste. ‘ 

Mrs. Caswell when called attention to the 
difference be2ween the Greek temples and 
Christian churches in the matter of form 
and situation. The grand and simple out- 
Unes cf the Greek buildings fulfilled all 
the requirements of strength and beauty, 
and would be standing today were it acl: 
for the destructve hand of man. The in- 
tricacies of Gothic architecture render the 
buildings much more perishable, but it is, 
nevertheless, the style that is almcst univer- 
sal for churches. It is more satisfactory 
to the modern taste, which revolts at the 
severity of classic simplicity, and is much 
beter adapted to a cold climate. 

In situation, the Greeks had the advan- 
tage in kmowing better than to crowd their 
buildings togecher. Each stood out free 
in 33 simple perfection. The lecturer had 
a number of drawings and photographs 
placed upon the wall at the back of the 
platform, and to these she referred fro- 
quenily as she with her lecture. 

After a brief notice of the strange fact 
that the Greeks seemed purposely to avoid 
dhe symmetrical grouping of their build- 
ings, the lecturer proceeded to a dc‘atled 
examination of the column, which was the 
pive.al point of Greek architecture, as the 
window-tracery is of the Gothic. 

Illustrating every point from the draw- 
ings of the different details, Mrs. Caswell 
gave a most interesting dissertation upon 
the three styles of the column, the Doric, 
the Ionic and the Corinthian, each of 
which she described. 

That portion of the great frieze in the 
Parthenon, Which represents the procession 
of Athenian maidens carrying the peplos, 
which they wave annually, to the shrine 
ef the olive-wood statue of Athena, which 
was said to have fallen from heaven, and 
was considered the especial protectress of 
the Attic maidens, next occupied the at- 
tention of the lecturer; and she turned 
from that to the subject of the entire 
Parthenon, of which she had a small 
model in clay. 

The model represented the whole Acrop- 
olis, and showed the temple of Thesus, 
the statue of the Athena Promachus, and 
the Street of Tripods. Mrs. Caswell had 
many photographs of the details, which 
were interesting, and one charming little 
picture of the shrine of the Athena Par- 
thenos, the tamous chryselephantine statue 
by Phidias. 

She closed the lecture with a brief dis- 
sertation upon the Elgin marbles, taken 
from this great frieze, and upon the 
Graeco-Roman school of ornamentation, as 
revived in the Renaissance. 

Dr. Fletcher added a few remarks upon 
the line of topics followed out in the lec- 
ture, and made them as interesting as he 
does everything he touches, and the meet- 
ing was ended by a vote of thanks from 
the club to Mrs. Caswell and Dr. Fletcher.

A SMART CAT. 


How He Convinced Himself that it

(Science Gossip:) The late Dr. Romanes 
in his “Animal Intelligence,“ gives two 
stories of cats, which, on seeing their own 
reflection in a looking-glass, . convinced 
themselves that the reflection was an il- 
lusion.

SCIENTIFIC COOKERY. 


A LESSON ON HOW TO MAKE 
5 PERFECT BREAD. 


A Class of Seventy-five Pupils at 
T. M. C. A. Hall Were Given 
Instruction in the Culinary 
Art Yesterday. 


* 


In V. M. C. A. Hall yesterday afternoon 
Mrs. Ewing gave her first lesson in 
cookery yesterday to a class of seventy- 
five. The stage looked very business-like 
with the little gas-stove in full blast, the 
kitchen-table covered with a,snowy cloth, 
and arranged with a ‘baking-board, an 
array of semi-cylindrical recli-puns aud 
several dainty blue and pink bowis, lined 
white. Two or three piles of delicious- 
looking loaves and slender rolls made 
the audience long for the time to come 
when the same should be distributed and 
tested by the old-fashioned practical 
proof of bread as well as the proverbial 
pudding. 

A bit of poetry was added by a cluster 
of roses near the baking-board, but these 
were speedily removed hy Mrs. Ewing, 
with the remark that she never allowed 
purely decorative art to interfcre with 
bread-making. 

The lecturer was trimly dressed in 
black with a spotless apron of embroid- 
ered muslin, and deep lace cuffs, and a 
feeling of wondering envy possessed the 
hearts of the class as the lesson pro- 
gressed, the dough and flour were care- 
lessly thrown around sad still this at- 
tire remained immaculate. First she took 
up the delicate brown bksaves which lay 
upon the table, and proeseded to explain 
the best way of shaping them to obtain the 
most crust, and the method of freshen- 
ing bread by reheating. The bread should 
be put dry into an oven hot enough for 
baking, and kept there just eight minutes, 
when it will have gained a slight addi- 
tional tinge of brown, and be in all re- 
spects, like fresh, hot bread. ‘“‘The best 
bread in the world,“ said the lecturer, 
“can be ruined by wetting the loaf, put- 
ting it into a merely warm oven and 
leaving it there for fifteen or twenty min- 
‘utes with the door ajar.’ 

Mrs. Ewing then paused to state that, 
durvng the lesson, questions were always in 
order, and that she wished the lessons to 
be as conversaiional as possible, provided 
always that the conversation did net con- 
sist of neighborly confidences as to each 
particular woman’s own method of doing 
things. She announced, as her subject for 
the lesson, bread-making, pure and simpie, 
as she declined to give a lesson on the 
lunch-counter principle of as many things 
as possuble for your money.“ 

The baking-board was then covered with 
a napkin, and one of the pink bowls placed 
upon it. 

As she picked up a cup, Mrs. Ewing re- 
marked that she filed it first with cold 
milk, then with steaming hot water, mix- 
ing them in the bow! to obtain a liquid 
of the right temperature. A pretty glass 
thermometer was then dipped into the 
bowl, and found to register the perfect 
temperature for bread-making, 75 deg. 
“There is another thermometer more use- 
ful stal.“ said the teacher, the woman’s 
thermometer, which is always on hand. 
First see that it is clean, and then try 
your liquid, and if it is just luke-warm, 
it is all right,’’ and suiting the action to 
the words, an immaculate forefinger was 
dipped into the bowl. 

Now take one level teasponful of salt 
to a pint of wetting.“ Mrs. Ewing went 
on, “and don’t mistake the word I used 
and put in eleven, as one of my pupils 
did once. Too much salt kills the yeast.“ 
A half-cake of compressed yeast was then 
dropped into the mixture, with the etate- 
ment that this was the only yeast to use 
in making perfect bread. 

“First disolve it in a little cold water, 
and then stir it in.“ and Mrs. Ewing stirred 
briskly while she talked.“ I use a half-cake 
to one pint of wetting to obtain the m 
perfect fermentation.” 

Flour was going in by the spoonful as 
the stirring went on, and a smooth, 
white batter. was the result. 

Some one asked if water only could be 


“Oh, ves,“ answered the lecturer, “I 
can make delicious bread with water, but 
it is crisper and shorter if I use equal 
parts of milk and water. Milk alone is 
not good, as it makes the bread coarse.”’ . 

The dough was then dumped out on 
the baking board, and the class looked in 
vain for smouch' on dress or fingers. 
Mrs. Ewing began to mold it with care- 
less, light touches, like a kitten playing 
with a ball of yarn, while she discoursed 
upon the relative merits of spring and 
winter wheat, giving the palm to winter 
wheat as producing the best all around” 
flour. 

“It is best to divide your dough into 
three or four small packages,“ said Mrs. 
Ewing, as she drew a knife across the 
lump. “It is better for the dough to rest 
while you are moulding, as it is made 
more elastic,“ and she carelessly stretched 
out a sheet of dough until it looked like 
a chamois skin, and then rolled it up 
and tucked it into a pan to rise for three 
hours. 

A bowl of dough ready for the second 
molding was then produced, and made into 
slender rolls, twisty loaves, and little 
bread sticks, which looked like overgrown 
white angleworms as they hung in the 
lecturer’s hands. These were put into 
buttered pans of Russia iron, and set to 
rise the second time. When they were 
light, the little oven, heated to just 370 
deg., was ready to receive them, and fif- 
teen minutes for the long rofig and five 
minutes for the little bread-sti€ks, turned 
out some tempting brown morsels which 
were cut up and passed around No the in- 
finite satisfaction of the class. \The lec- 
turer then explained that all bread ought 
to stand for one hour after the second 
molding, and that it would crack in the 
oven if not light enough, or if made too 
8 

After it is taken out a little milk or 
white of egg brushed over the top gives 
a pretty gloss, and then it is set out to 
cool, as it is fatal to cover freshly-baked 
bread, or roll it in a cloth. 

The members of the class followed the 
lecturer’s words and actions with interest 
and went away theoretically improved 
How many of them will make practical 
use of the information they received is

DEFENSE. 


to Know Everything and 
is Abused by Everybody—What 
He Does and How He 
Does It. 


From a Special Contributor. } 

If it were not for the funny things 
the proof-reader sees which nobody 
else sees, his life would not be worth 
living. He gets abuse from everybody 
who reads the paper—editors, report- 
ers, business manager, advertisers, sub- 
scribers and those who borrow the pa- 
per to read it. The proof-reader ought 
to know everything and be able to ap- 
ply his knowledge instantaneously— 
that’s the theory by which he is judged, 
and any evidence that he is not up to 
these requirements proves him an idiot. 
The appearance of a misspelled word, 
no matter how absurd the error, and 
no matter if the same word is s¢pelled 
correctly in twenty other places in the 
same column, is evidence that the 
proof-reader “should be sent to school 
a few years.” If an advertiser finds a 
figure 5 where he intended to have a 
j—although he makes those figures so 
nearly alike he could not himself tell 
them apart—he comes fuming to the 
counting-room of the paper, cürses the 
proof-reader and demands the return 
of the money paid for the “ad.” I 
genial manager of the advertising de- 
partment,’ who is more or less accus- 
tomed to such experiences, effects u 
compromise by promising to correct the 
mistake in the next issue. ‘T'ben the 
manager of advertising—no longer gen- 


ial, but furious—“‘jumps onto“ the 
proof-reader. 
Basketfuls of “liners” and other 


“ads” comes in written in pencil on the 
backs of cards and on small scraps of 
brown paper in all sorts of penman- 
ship. foreign and domestic, but if an 
error gets into one of them as it ap- 
pears in the paper, there is a howl at 
the proof-reader, and the smaller the 
“ad” the bigger the howl. The figures 
in tables and other statistical matters. 
election returns, ete., are not always 
correct as they go to the typesetter, 
but if they are not correct when ihey 
appear in the morning paper, it's the 
fool proof-reader’s fault. He should 
have corrected them. Correspondents 
and others in writing proper namics 
omit or misplace the dot for “i” or the 
cross for „t.“ or make “a” and .“ 
„n“ and u and er“ and “s” so nearly 
alike that no expert living can deter- 
mine whether a name is Grimes or 
Gruner, Catlin or Cattin, Grover or 
Graves; but the vroof-reader must be 
,acquainted with all these names and 
know which one is meant. He must 
also know all the Browns and Brownes 
and all the Greens and Greenos, the 
Davises and the Davieses and the Qs- 
borns and the Osbornes, for it is a 
personal offense to omit the e“ where 
it should be used, or to use it where 
it should be omitted. He must know 
just which members of the great Smith 
family have had their “i’s put ont and 
spell it with a y.“ which of the John- 
sons take t“ and which of the Thom- 
sons have “p's.” It doesn’t satisfy any 
of these people to ‘ell then that the 
one who sent in the item about them 
misspelled the name. The proof-reader 
ought to know how to spell the name 
of a person of their standirz in the 
community, and be is a dougt-head if 
he doesn’t. 

Geographical, foreign, scientific and 
other unusual names and phrases get 
twisted out of all semblance to their 
original selves Defore they reach the 
proof-reader. To correct these mistakes 
he must know everything in science 
from a monad to a megatherium, and 
from a molecule to a mountain; every 
personage from the Queen of England 
to the King of the Cannibal Islands, 
and every town, river and mountain 
from Deutschland to Dahomey. 

Now, the proof-reader often has to 
read at the rate of a column in ten 
minutes or less, marking as he does so, 
every misspelled word, every error in 
the use of capitals, every incorrect di- 
vision of a word at the end of a line, 
every mistake in punctuation, every 
deviation from the “style” of the pa- 
per in the use of abbreviations, the kind 
of type used in head lines, date lines, 
signatures, etc, or in the use of dashes 
separating articles in the paper. All 
these mistakes—-and there are some- 
times several in a single line—he must 
see and mark, and a host of others, as 
he skips down the column. : 

Talk about walking encyclopedias! 
Being an encyclopedia is only a tithe 
of the qualifications demanded. of the 


encyclopedia, but an unabridged dic- 


| tionary, a universal gazetteer, a perfect 


treatise on grammar, a postoflice di- 


‘rectory, a railroad guide, a linguist of 


all languages, a lightning calculator, 
a mind-reader and a good many other 
things. 

In correcting one error which has 
been marked the compositor is liable 
to make another, and sometimes he 
| makes two or three others. This is es- 
pecially true when the linotype ma- 
chine is used, since a whole line has 
to be reset to correct a single error. 
Then unless the proof-reader has called 
for a “revise” proof the new errors go 
into the paper. Sometimes. too. an un- 
usual pressof matter or the late re- 
ceipt of news makes it necessary to 
“railroad” the type to the press with- 
out having the proof read at all. 
For all the errors that get in in this 
way, as well as for others, the proof- 
reader gets the universal blessing. 

And yet, strange as it may seem. 
the proof-reader’s life is not one of 


lives to the ripe old age of 40 before 
committing suicide and being carried 
to the potter’s field. Compositors—who 
are always deadly enemies of the 
proof-reader—as well as correspond- 
ents, reporters and sometimes—dare I 
say it?—even editors, furnish amuse- 
ment for him which no one but he 
ever enjoys. The announcement on 
the proof-sheet of the arrival of a 
“railroad magnet” is hardly rare 
enough to be amusing. The headline 
“Martial Infidelity” for “Marital In- 
fidelity” is about as common. Some- 
times the unſou of the States. to save 
which thousands on thousands shed 
their blood, is dissolved by the touch of 
a single compositor in a reference 
to the “Untied States:“ and the force 
of that motto of centralized power, 
“United we stand; divided we fall,” is

the apparent mistake and made the 
sentence read “had his jacket placed 
over him.” 

A few years ago the Autumnal Fes- 
tivities Association of St. Louis caused 
to be erected on Twelfth street in that 
city a disreputable-looking imitation 
of Bartholdi’s great statue of Liberty 
Enlightening the World. One day a re- 
porter for a local paper, in referring 
to the statue, wrote rather carelessly, 
and the compositor, either with malice 
aforethought or with no thought at all, 
set up the name “Liberty Frightening 
the World.” The joke was too good to 
keep and the proof-reader let it go 
into the paper.

PASADENA BREVITIES. 


Some time ago the city of Pasadena 
established a soup-house for the unfor- 
tunates who drift to the town, under the 
impression that these were not of the 
“hobo” class, but were simply ~ictims of 
fate. The institution was run about three 
months. According to the statement of 
the deputy City Clerk, the expenditure 
therefor, as shown by the accounts just 
filed, was $825.83, one-fourth of the 
amount which the maintenance of the 
whole police department cost the town 
in a year’s time. It has been found 
cheaper to arrest and fine the vagrants 
than to them, and the strictlynuman- 
itarian plan was therefore abandoned, and, 
notwithstanding the theories of the mor- 
alist, the vag“ nuisance has greatly 
abated. A sensible economy in the ad- 
ministration of city affairs has distin- 
uished the Trustees during the year just 
passed, and in spite of the hard times 
the bonded indebtedness has been re- 
duced, and there is a comfortable sur- 
plus“ in the treasury. 

The smali delays and inconveniences in- 
cident to the organization of the schedule 
time and service of the ¢lectric street 
railway will de overcome, it is thought, 
in a few days, when the company receives 
its new cars. These are said to be of the 
latest improvement, in both style and com- 
fort, and are provided with fenders for 
the prevention of accidents. They have 
been built for the company in St. Louis, 
and are now on the way to Pasadena. 
Much of the delay which has occurred on 
the lines has been because the company 
has been obliged to depend upon Los An- 
geles power to operate their cars. They 
have in process of erection a power- 
house in Pasadena, whose engine of 750 
horse-power, will furnish the needed im- 
peling force, and when the road is con- 
tinued to Santa Monica, there will be 
another power-house erected at a point 
on the line about half-way between Los 
Angeles and the sea.

SANTA MONICA, March 19.—(Special 


Correspondence.) There was somewhat of 


a change in the appearance of the audi- 
ence at the Trustees’ meeting last Mon- 
day evening, from that which usually 
faces President Carrillo when that gen- 
tleman lets fall his gavel.

SANTA BARBARA, March 19.—(Special

There was evidently 
a lack ot the customary pleasant feeling 
of tua confidence, t usually exists 
between prisoner, client and counsel. Mr. 
Putnam was plainly ashamed of his 
client. 

Oglesby represented the peo- 
ple in the prosecution, and made every 
point that he undertook to make, being 
materially assisted in this by the defend- 
ant, who contradicted himself hopelessly 
on all salient points, and whose testimony 
upon the most important points was in 
turn contradicted by reliable witnesses. 
This was particularly the case in regard 
to the dates at which he swore that 
Tennant and his daughter had been alone 
in the house together, it being clearly 
proved by Mr. and Mrs. Webster’s 
testimony that, on the dates named, and 
which the defendant pretends to have set 
down at the time, the girl was in their 
house in the upper part of the city, and 
could not have left # without their knowl- 
edge. The only new point developed in 
favor of the defendant was that he had 
consulted Attorney Putnam in regard to 
his pretended knowledge of this crime, and 
had been advised by the latter that was 
his duty to make the matter known, if he 
actually had proof of it. It is needless to 
say that Officers McGrath and Fullington 
spent several very bad hours on the wit- 
ness stand. 

The jury went out to deliberate at a 
few minutes past 6 o'clock. They were out 
two hours and to everybody’s surprise dis- 
agreed on a verdict, standing eight for 
conviction and three for acquittal.
